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| POLITICAL ASPECTS OF THE 
- EASTERN QUESTION, 
"A TANGLED STORY... , 


Political memories are'proverbially short, 
and as the. incidents of the Jast-few years 
, have been unusually crowded, many people 
have naturally forgotten precisely how the 
present. eituation: in the Near East has 
s arisen and, what the exact. terms are of the 
Treaty of Stvres, which established the 
Zone of the Straits, and the International 
Commission which is now"in charge of the 
famous waterways ‘leading ‘to the, Black 
Sea, It is w tangled story, which .could 
ronly be told in detail at pee length ; it 
will be sufficient to ‘recall soma of the 
more salient facts and incidents.

til August 10th, 1920. This fatal interval, 
the cause of untold" trouble,. was. largely 
‘dna to the fact that’ss soon os the fighting 
‘was over the sole preoccupation of the Allies 
waa to get their fighting men home again.
